Drastic Meat Inspection Bill. 
The senate without a dissenting vote 


_or the formality of reference to a com- 


mittee, passed the drastic meat inspec- 
tion bill introduced by Senator Bever- 
idge of Indiana. The measure was 
put through as a rider on the agri- 
eultural appropriation bill without a 
question being raised as to its object. 
It provides an elaborate scheme of 
“inspection, examination and super- 
vision of live cattle, sheep, swine and 
goats and the carcasses and food prod- 
ucts thereof which are the subject of 
interstate or foreign commerce.” The 
bill, it is admitted by its author, goes 
further in the direction of extending 
the power of government supervision 
over private industry than any legis- 
lation heretofore enacted. It was said 
to have been inspired by the presi- 
dent, who threatened to transmit the 
report.of Labor Commissioner Neill 
confirming the charges of condemned 
meat packing made by Upton Sinclair 
in “The Jungle.” <A fine of $10,000 and 
a prison sentence are fixed as penalties 
for violations. 

Rate Bil! in Conference. 

After an exciting colloguy between 
Representatives Hepburn of Iowa and 
Cooper of Wisconsin, both Republic- 
ans, over the express company provi- 
sion in the railroad rate bill the house 
adopted a rule reported from the com- 
mittee on rules to take the bill from 
the speaker’s table, disagree to all the 
senate amendments and send the Dill 
to conference. without instructions. 
This action headed off discussion of 
the senate, amendments in the house, 
as desired by the minority. 

The Immigration Bill Passed. 

A bill to regulate immigration, ex- 

cluding all persons over fifteen years 


of age who cannot read in, some lan- 


guage, was passed by the senate.,. It 
provides, however, ‘that the ‘wife or 
minor children of an admissible immi- 
grant may be brought in whether they 
are able to read or not. A clause cre- 
eting a bureau of tnformation for the 
purpose of distributing 
among the several states was charac- 
terized by Senator Spooner as ‘a piece 
of paternalism,” and it was cut out. 
The bill provides a penalty of $100

in any of the excluded classes, 
Free Alcohol Bill Through. 

The bill which was passed by the 
house to remove the tax on denatured 
alcohol and which was supposed by 
some to have been effectually smoth- 
ered when it was referred to the sen- 
ate finance committee, of which Ald- 
rich, the friend of the oil trust, is 
chairman, at last was reported to the 
senate favorably by Aldrich with cer- 
tain amendments. He took occasion 
to deny that the Standard Oil company 
was interested in opposing the meas- 
ure, asserting that alcohol could never 
be preduced so cheaply as to compete 
with gasoline either for fuel or for 
lighting. The bill is amended so as to 
provide that the alcohol must be de- 
natured in bonded warehouses, and it 
is to take effect Jan. 1 instead of three 
months after passage. The penalties 
for violation of the law are made more 
drastic, including forfeiture of plant 
and building in which the unlawful 
acts are performed. In this shape its 
passage was expected without delay. 
The bill was passed without a division.

MEMORIAL OBSERVANCES 


: Excellent Sermon Preached in the: Baptist Church 
Last Sunday—Address in Town Hall the 
| Best in Years 


A more ideal day: for Memorial day 
could .hardly be wished for than that 
which favored the score or so of veterans 
of the Grand Army of the Republic as 
they gathered around Old Glory once 
more in memory of their fallen comrades. 
Bright skies and a crisp cool atmosphere 
put new life into the old soldiers as they 
formed iu line of march to the Memorial 
hall to decorate the soldiers’ tablet there. 
‘The short service ended, they repaired 
to the ‘Town hall for the exercises of the 
day, and the brightness outside seemed 


a Memorial day orator in Andover struck 
such a happy vein of old memories as did 
Rey. Roscoe Greéne of Waltham. Memor- 
ial day addresses as a rule, and rightfully 
enough, too, are a resuine ot the great 
war’s events and an eulogy of the men 
who went to the front. Mr. Greene said 
he intended to do likewise, but he yielded 
to a temptation after he came into the 
hall and changed his address, to the 
“Real Life of the Real Soldier at the 
Front.” His change was a most happy 
one as every one felt at the close of the 
exercises.

What do these two incidents teach us 
about compromise? This, It is right to 
compromise when by giving up your 
rights for the good of others we do not 
give-up the right. It is never right or 
profitable to compromise with evil. As 
we review the history of slavery in this 
country we shall see this truth plainly 
emerging and finally cried in-the thun- 
der of the cannons of every battlefield 
and seige of the civil war. ° ‘It never 
pays to compromise with wrong.’ Our 
forefathers the founders of our liberties 
fever believed that slavery was right. 
When the filst cargo of. slaves was sold 
at Jamestown, Va., it was against the 
protests of many lovers of freedom. 
In 1772 the assembly of Virginia pe- 
titioned the British government to stop 
the importation of slaves. ‘lhe King re- 
fused to allow the trade to be stopped. 
But we do well to remember, here in 
the North that the first protest against 
slavery came from Virginia. In 1774 
the continental congress passed a reso- 
lution that ‘no more slaves be imported 
after Dec. 31, next.’ Jefferson intro- 
duceda’ resolution into the Congress 
that ‘Slavery be forever. prohibited from 
the territories of the United States after 
1800.’ This was lost by one vote, A 
member from New Jersey was absent. 
The Declaration of Independence was 
flatly opposed to slavery. ‘The Consti- 
tution Only tolerated it. But here was 
the first compromise with the monster. 
A slave was recognized as two thirds a 
man. But the right to his two thirds of 
a vote was given to his master. A co- 
lossal blunder! We can see ‘it now. 
The ordinance of 1787 was passed in the 
hope that, under it, slavery would die 
of: itself *

which gave life to such men as Washing- 
ton, Jefferson, Patrick Henry, and all 
the noble company of patriots who were 
willing to die rather than be. slaves.

/ question, and it was thought by sueha 


great man as Clay to be a very wise and 
statesmanlike settlement... So we had 
Mason's and Dixon’s line running across 
our continent from East to West. North 
of it freedom, South of it slavery. 


“Did this end the contention?’ Not 


/atall, Slaves were always wanting to 
get North of that line. Who could blame 
them? And their masters wanted to 


bring them back. This caused trouble 
and the fugitive slave law was passed. 
This law only made the matter worse. 
The people of the North could never en- 


| dure. 


Another source Of strife arose in 
Texas. Originally a part of Mexico, and 
free territory, it was to be received into 
the Union as a slave state. This was 
only accomplished after a long and bitter 
debate, Along with Texas came the 
cession of territory at the close of the 
Mexican war. Mexico for a long time 
held out for the stipulation that slavery 
should not be introduced into this free 
land, for Mexico was before us in the 
abolition of slavery. This gave rise to 
the “Wilmot proviso” struggle in Con- 
gress. Once more trouble came because 
‘Texas claimed several thousand square 
miles of land north of 36° 30° and 
wanted slavery to extend into their 
territory. California also had become 
the territory of the U. 5. and was about 
to be admitted as a_ slave — state. 
Almighty God revealed the treasures of 
gold just at the right moment to draw a 
tlood. of northern men of adventurous 
spirit to that state and it became-of its 
own accord a free state. But half of it 
was south of Mason and Dixon’s line. 
‘The north was always restive over the 
sale of slaves in Washington. It could 
never be satisfied that in the Capitol of 
this free land slaves should be bought 
and sold and driven through its streets. 
So there Was continual agitation for the 
abolition of slavery in the Capitol and 
the District of Columbia. 

With all these questions continually 
pressing for settlement it became at, last 
evident that the “Missouri Compromise’ ’ 
had settled nothing... So Clay, the great

Verdict Reduced 


Judge Hale in the U. 8S. circuit court 
has handed down an opinion on the mo- 
tion of Armour & Co. for a new trial of 
the case of Agnes Skene, against the 
company, in which it-is stated that the 
new trial will be granted unless the de- 
fendant will remit $3500 of the $10,000 
verdict returned by the jury and accept 
a verdict of $6500 and costs within the 
next 14 days. 

The motion was brought by the com- 
pany on the ground that the damages as- 
sessed by the jury were excessive. —lhis 
opinion is also held’ by the court. 

Miss Skene is over 70 yrs. old, and the 
accident, as a result of which she bégan 
suit, happened six years ago. She was 
driving in Newton and her vehicle was 
hit by one of Armour’s teams, the plain- 
tiff receiving injuries from which she has 
never recovered, 

The court held that the jury was influ- 
enced byp artiality and that the exces- 
sive verdict is not sustained by the evi- 
dence. 

The court further held that while in 
the exercise of a sound judicial discre- 
tion, he could not allow the verdict to 
stand, it was his duty to retain as large a 


part of the verdict as the evidence sus- 


tains. The court held that there wasa 
reasonable basis for a verdict of $6500, 

Miss Skene was for many years a resi- 
dent of Andover and at the trial held a 
few weeks ago, David Leslie and James 
Anderson were witnesses.

ty-six years. Only two votes in the 
Presbyterian assembly at: Des Moines 
were cast against it, and the announce- 
ment of the vote was. greeted with 
tremendous cheers.

ence at Decatur, Ill., went in a body to 
Des Moines after adjourning sine die 
and declaring, their offices vacant. 

Nevertheless a minority of 108 dele- 
gates, calling themselves loyalists, met 
in another hall and elected officers and 
arranged for another meeting, deciding 
that they were still the Cumberland 
Presbyterian church and that they had 
110,000 followers, Judge Johns of the 
circuit court had refused their petition 
for an injunction against the act of 
union, but they propose to appeal to a 
higher.court... 

New Presbyterian: Prayer Book. 

The new Presbyterian prayer book 
prepared by a committee of the gen- 
eral assembly headed by Dr, Henry 
Van Dyke, “for voluntary use in the 
churches,” was one of the principal 
subjects of discussion before the as- 
sembly at Des Moines.

A LAWRENCE CITIZEN | 
AMONG THE MOSLEMS 


The following tetter was received 
from Seth Dawson of this city, who is 
travelling in Europe, by Rev. Mr. 


Northrup, formerly pastor of Garden 
street church, who is now in Dover, 
Athenes le, May Ist, 1906. 

Dear Bro. Northrup,— 

Here we are in the city of Pericleo, 
Socrates and other famous men of the. 
ancient heroes. A great crowd of peo- 
ple are here to attend the Olympic 
games; over 80,000 (thousand) visitors. 
The city is such a contrast to the cities 
of the Orient, about all modern, finely 
laid out according to plan, indeed 9 
Leautiful city. I can think of no city 
of its size that will compare with it. 
It is gaily decorated, buildings, arcn- 
ways, street &c., &c. We landed from 
the steamer of the Austrian Loyd Hne 
by small boat at Piraeus the port of 
Athens about 4 p: m., Aprtl- 29th then 
took a horse car to the three rail elec- 
trie railway running to Athens, arriv- 
ing at the station, we took carriage for 
this hotel. 

We left Constantinople April 28th at 
16 a.-m.; that is a great city of about 
1,000,000 people. We were so impressed 
with the view from the steamer as we 
neared the city (Constantinople) as 
presenting the most beautiful appear- 
ance at a distance of any city without 
exception that we had ever seen; but 
on landing which permits of a closer 
inspiration we were quickly settled in 
our minds that it is a very dirty city, 
buildings, street and not a few of its 
people. The dogs are a multitude in 
number and act as if they 
right of way in streets, sidewalks, &c., 
but woe to the man who _ kills one; 
three years imprisonmentfor that of- 
fence, for killing a man five years im- 
prisonment. No electricity is allowed, 
three buildings alone. in the great city 
having it; one a hotel, the other two 
banks, we were told that these smug- 
gled the machinery in, (probably by 
bribery). Horses are employed in the 
short street railway service, poor ac- 
commodations are given. Constantino- 
nle is one of-the four holy places, (th- 
others are Mecca, Medina, Jerusa‘em), 
it has over 500 mosques. 

We went to many of. the show places 
of the city. The one above all others 
that appealed to me was Sanota So- 
phia, but about fourteen hundred years 
ago and of vast size. 
toe think of the scenes, 
countless thousands of 
that have entered this sanctuary. 
Thick coats of whitewash applied by 
the Moslems conceal its priceless mo- 
saics; its immense wealth of gold and 
silver ornamentation was stripped from 
it many years ago, it is now dark and 


and of 
worshippers 


the mere shadow of what it must have 
péen in its early splendor. And yet it 
is called the most perfect and. most 
beautiful church, which’ has yet: been 
erected, by any Christian people.—A 
German authority calls it “the highest 
model” of’ all ‘future ages.” "The mos~ 
lem’s use it now every day as a place 
of worship. One day we went to -Scu- 
tari in Asia to see the howling dervish- 
es/éstablished about seven hundred 
years ago; they tried hard to keep up 
their reputation on the day we favored 
them by our presence, Another “day at 
Pera Europe we went to see the danc- 
ing or Whirling dervishes, . established 
about six hundred and fifty years ago; 
they did their work up according to 
their ideas in no 1 style. 

I do not know whether 
forbid or tax chimneys, but I did not 
see one in any house in Turkey or the 
Holy Land,—a stove-pipe running out 
of a window or through the sice of a 
building was the nearest approach to

One day we bought some post ecards: 
afterward went on on a,steambont ride 
up the Golden Horn to the 
Waters, while on the boat I took them 
out to look them over: our drageman 
noticed what-E was doing, and at once 
siid to me, “please put them away, 
that is forbidden,” he seemed much 
alarmed, much more than T was.

The fee for 
work done on passport was one dollar. 
In going to the ship to depart we had 
to go through the Custom House as ‘ws 
did to enter, with the same result, 
passport, 
etc. When we reached the ship Ww? 
could not get on beoard without going 
between two Turkish officials showing 
our’ passport. Why a government 
will persist in making it unpleasant 
for tourists is more than I can under-

Webster and Clay were both dead and 
both had died politically with their great 
Compromise, Stephen A. Douglass in- 
troduced into the Senate a bill to allow 
the inhabitants of all territories of the 
U.S. to settle the question for them- 
selves. ‘This’ was the Nebraska bill. 
‘The result was civil war in Kansas and 
the kindling of the tires of anti-slavery 
all over the north. ‘lhe ‘Dred Scott de- 
cision,, by the Supreme Court declared 
that the constitution recognized the 
right of every man to hold his property 
in any part of the Union and thus prac- 
tically said that all territory of the U. 
S. was slave territory. ‘There remains 
but one more act in the great drama. 
‘The final stupendous tragedy. 

‘The South said we will settle this ques- 
tion by dividing the nation. We will be 
slave and you may do what you please. 

You men before me knew that that 
was not the right way to settle the ques- 
tion. It was then that, with Lincoln to 
lead, thousands of loyal hearts went 
forth to settle this matter: and settle it 
RIGH'L. Well do you know what it 
cost, a cost that staggered humanity. 
As Lincoln said every dollar wrung trom 
the two hundred years of unrequitted 
toil was lost in the cost of that awful 
strife. Every drop of blood drawn by 
the lash from the back of the black man 
was paid for by another drawn by the 
sword from the best sons of south and 
north. We who. are younger cannot 
realize as do you what that struggle was; | 
but we know that at last the “question 
was settled for it was settled right. This | 
I have said is the lesson of that war: 
“Nothing is ever settled until. it is set- 
tled right.” | 

We are facing questions today that | 
demand answers. Shall we lose this 
blood-bought wisdom’? Sons of Vetérans 
will you forget the sufferings of your | 
fathers and again répeat the folly. of 
compromise with evil? 

This country is face to face with the 
question of giant monopolies. As did 
the slave owner, so do the men at the | 
head of trusts, gather to themselves a | 
wealth which other hands have made. 
The question is not settled yet, every 
strike declares the fact and it never will 
be settled until it is settled right. * Not | 
until, every natural monopoly is the | 
property of the whole people and is ad- 
tinistered for the wealth of all will it 
be setiled right, Oceans, rivers, forests} 
coal, oil, streets of cities aud unimproved 
lands belong to God and the whole 
people: ‘Telegriplis, telephones?-and all 
corporations which serve the public must 
truly serce and vot rob the public. Not 
until this is attained will it be right. 

Divorce and Sunday problems involve 
moral, religious, and: social issues, and 
are difficult ‘of settlement, especially 
where the government is separate trom 
the church.e Yet they must be settled 
and settled- right. L believe that the 
teachings of Jesus on these matters will 
be the final settlement and never until 
they are adopted will these questions be 
settled. ‘The saloon is another question. 
It as a hig question. It is in polities, 
and it will never be settled until it is 
settled as the slavery question was set- 
tled. By total destruction. That is the 
only right settiement. | 

One more question. It is a personal 
question. What is ‘your relation to 
Jesus Christ? Have you accepted him 
as your sacrifice for sin? Is he the ab- | 
solute Lord and Master of your life? | 
Have you asked him for a new heart? | 
If not, you have not settled the question | 


right. No compromise will do. Do you | 
think like the ordinance of 1787 this 
question will settle itself in time’ You | 


are mistaken. Sin will grow stronger in 
you as slavery did in the U.S. Are you, 
like the Missouri Compromise, drawing 
a line’ through your life with sin on one 
side and Christ on thé other? That 
won't do. Are you, like the compromise 
of 1850, bowing to sin, saying “we must | 
yield toit a little?” “We can’t be just, 
consistent Christians in business, ete?.”’ | 
It won’t do to .compromise with sin. 
That question can never be settled until 
itis settled right. The only right settle- 
ment is absolute surrender of the whole 
life to Christ. 

As Lincoln said of this government 
“It cannot exist part slave and part free. 
It, must be either all one thing or all the 
other.” So it’ is im your relation to 


Jesus Christ; sooner or later you will | 
come to the place where you will be | 
either all His, or all the Devil's. I pray } 


God that you may settle this right. 
For nothing is ever settled until it is 
settled right.”
